In consequence of the debate on exhibit the relations between Ukrainian studonts 
and Sovs were quite tense and between the latter and a^scuaenS^HAPIY)±t came 
once almost to a scuffle# 

Our Source had in the meantime two casull talks with Sovs and tried to 
mitigate the tension# In one of the talks they came upon the subject of 
diplomatic relations with Soviet Republics and neither YULIB nor PIROZIIIN know 
tehat to answer# They just were baffled by the Gubject. They also denied that there 
was any Russification of non-Russian peoples in the Soviet and hold ready n long 
tirade about equality and friendship of Soviet peoples#
